AN AVENGING NEMESIS. 


The Unhappy Experience of a Youthful 
Murderer. 

Nasnvua, Mass., January 1.—On August 10, 
1885, in the city of Brooklyn, young Thomas 
Armstrong killed his step-father, Albert Her- 
rick, son of W. C. Herrick, who resides at 50 
South Elm street, in this city. Today he drags 
a 20-pound iron ball, forged to his ankle, 
through the streets of Brisbane, Queensland, 
Australia. There are but two years between 
the two dates, yet in that time this nineteen 
year old boy has lived whole lives of remorse 
and turmoil. His hair has whitened under 
the terrible curse that always followed him. 
From land to land, across seas and deserts, 
back in the wilderness far from civilization, 
jutting thousands of miles between him and 
his home, he hurried along, but no peace came, 
and now he is breaking stone in the public 
highway, a branded felon. Brought up in 
ease and luxury, Thomas Armstrong found 
ample time to learn the vices of a great city. 
While he was still a youth his mother, who 
had considerable propercy left by her first bus- 
band, married Albert R. Herrick, of this city. 
From the first young Thomas and. Herrick had 
violent quarrels. 

The murder was sudden, but the neighbors 
had almost expected it. August 10, Mr. Her- 
rick arrived home nearly in the afternoon. Of 
what happened afterward but little is known, 
except that he and young Thomas Armstrong 
had a violent quarre)l. An hour afterward a 
Mr. Frank, who was passing, was horrified to 
see Herrick standing$ in the hallway of his 
residence, with a iorrent of blood pouring 
from his mouth, uttering cries of ‘““Murder! 
Help! Burglars!”’ Then he fell. When taken 
up he was dead. The police searched the 
house, and, after almost despairing of finding 
a clew, found a bullet scenadand in the wood- 
work in the celler door. Thomas Armstrong 
Was suspected, arrested and tried. He ad- 
mitted his guilt to the ofticers, but denied it 
at his trial, under instruction of his counsel, 
saying that he killed Herrick in self-defense. 
The trial will long be remembered in the po- 
lice annals of Brooklyn. Mrs. Herrick spent a 
fortune for her boy, and he was Acad. 

As young Armstrong left the court-room 
free, there crowded forward from among the 
spectators a tal], beautiful girl, not-fhore than 
19 year old, wh® caught him by the arm and 
hissed in his ear: 

“You have escaped but one judgment.” 

Then she vanished in the§crowd. 

In the spring of 1886 Armstrong, now noto- 
rious for his many crimes, caused a genuine 
sensation in this city by marrying a pretty 
young society lady named Ella Hascomb. 
From the first he beat and maltreated her. 
They soon parted. Last August she died; and 
in the delirium just preceding deathshe ¢ried 
in agony: 

‘Keep him away. Don’t let Tom ki! me!” 

Armstrong became haggard,and pale, and 
his mother was forced tosend him away. He 
staid away a year, returning breken down, 
telling a story of being haunted by an enemy. 
The police in en place he stopped visited 
him and requested him to ‘‘move on.’’ Try 
as he would, he could not cet where he was 
not known to the police, and, broken down in 
spirit and health, he returned to Brooklyn. 
His mother raised $1,500 for him and he sailed 
for New South Wales under the name of L. D. 
Witzler, of Canada. As he walked up the 
dock of Sydney when the vessel landed, De- 
cember 10, he felt the hand of a policoman 
upon his shoulder and turned to hear the 
words: 

“Thomas® J. Armstrong, we know 
Move on.”’ 

Despairing of peace, Armstrong m:22 the 
best of his way to the wild part of Australia. 
There he gambled and drank until his money 
was exhausted.

Longing for the companions 
of a city, each time he visited one he met with 
that saine stern command. ‘‘Move on!” At 
last, along in the spring of the year, poor and 
desperate, weary and worn, he reached Bris- 
bane, a wreck of his former self. With nota 
friend or a dollar in the world, he attempted 
torepeat the experiences of his youth and 
commita burglary, but the police, besides 
warning him, had watched him. He was 
caught in the act, tried and sentenced to two 
years penal servitude. Heis now serving his 
sentence in keeping the roads in good condi- 
tion in company with 100 other criminals. 

The Nemesis who is making of ThomasArr- 
Strong a rival of the wandering Jew, is the 
young lady who hissed the words in his ear 
just after his acquittal of the murder of his 
step-father. She had watched the proceedings 
of the murder trial with feverish interest. 
When the verdict of acquittal came she bit her 
Jips until the blood ran. To her, Albert R. 
Herrick liad been as a brother, and she swore 
in the Brooklyn court room never to rest wntil 
she had avenged his murder. She had money, 
and it was devoted to warning the police of 
every city that Armstrong visited. Men were 
employed to track him. Letters preceded him 
to the police of Sydney and Malheaene, and 
they were ready toact. When Armstrong’s 
sentence expires next year she will follow him 
as before. One or the other must die before it 
Already Armstrong shows signs of rap- 
idly breaking down under the terrible destiny 
of continually ‘‘moving on.’’ Like a hunted 
felon he will wander over the world and find 
no resting place until he drops into the graye.

And to be elected a Fellow of All 
Souls isa great honor. 

One of the most distinguished Fellows is 
Prof. Max Muller, the great philologist, who, 
though he isa German by birth, and was not 
educated at Oxford, was elected to All Souls’ 
as a mark of respect for his immense learning. 

The ‘‘common room”’ of the Fellows’ smaller 
dining room, is a delightful old place, with its 
great fireplace and its walls all wainscoted 
with black oak, while through the great win- 
dow with its heavy stone mullions you look 
out on to ancient ivy-grown buildings round a 
quiet court, which is filled with a space of 
velvet turf.

These, we were told, were ‘‘tumblers,’’ and 
we were speedily shown how they. came by 
their name—a fitting iesson for the guest of a 
philologist! 

When one of the little bowls was empty it 
was placed upon the table, mouth downwards. 
Instantly—so perfect was its balance—it flew 
back intoits proper position, as if asking to be 
filled again. No matter how it was treated— 
trundled along the floor—balanced carefully on 
its side—dropped suddenly upon the soft, thick 
carpet—up it rolled again and -settled itself 
with a few gentle shakings and swayiugs into 
its place, like one of those india rubber tum- 
bling dolls your baby brothers and sisters de- 
light in. 

This, then, was the origin of our word 
‘‘tumbler,’’ at first made of? silver, as are these 
All Souls’ tumblers. Then, when glass be- 
came common, the ground glasses that stood 
on a flat base superseded the exquisitely bal- 
anced silver spheres, and stole their name so 
successfully that you have to go to All Souls’ 
and a few other houses to see the real thing.

The Confederate Colony in Mexico. 
From the Chicago Herald. 

The late ex-Congressman Bernard Caulfield, 
whose death a° Deadwood suggested so many 
interesting incidents in his career here in Chi- 
cago, was the only Illinoisan who joined the 
colony of ex-confederates in Mexico. The band 
was made up of disheartened southerners who 
felt, after the success of the northern armies, 
— as confident that life in the states would 
6 full of humiliation as they had been at the 
beginning of the war that their new confeder- 
acy would a glorious success. Caulfield was 
a man full of sentiment and the sort of char- 
acter to fraternize with a group of well-bred, 
high-spirited but discouraged and saddened 
southerners. The Lllinoisan was of the party 
who called on Alexander Stephens, the famous 
vice-president of the confederacy, to urge him 
to join the colonists. The great Georgian stub- 
bornly refused to leave the country. 

‘But these yankees will hang you if you stay 
behind,’’ urged the men who were ready to 
take up their journey for their new coun 
and who hated to leave behind them an vmod 
ate whose devotion, intelligence and courage 
had been so wonderfully well proved. 

“I would rather hang here in the United 
States,” said Stephens, ‘‘than live anywhere 
outside of it.’’ 

The reply made Alexander Stephens half as 
much admired in the north as he was loved in 
the south. The Mexican colony proved a 
dreadful failure. Some of the party returned 
to their old homes, but very few. Most of them 
went to South America. A handful remained 
in the country of the Montezumas. Caulfield 
returned finally to Chicago, but he would 
never admit that he had been a colonist. He 
had gone, he claimed, simply as their counsel.

The Secret of Hood's Defeat. 
General John M. Palmer, in Springfield Register. 

“Thad command of acorps before Atlanta 
onthe 19th of July, 1864.

THE GERMAN ARMY. 


| & Pew Vacts Ccn-erning Its Present Organi- 


. zation. 
(Continued from Last Sunday.) 

The tactics and military system of Freder- 
ick the Great remained in use and ésteem for 
& long time m the Prussian army,and the regi- 
menis were kept complete by voluntary en- 
listment. 

When Napoleen became first consul he de- 
manded (in 1798) the whole class of young 
men just arriving at manhood to form his ar- 
mies. When he formed the confederation of 
the Rhine (the Rheinbund) he introduced the 
same system of recruiting also into the states 
forming the confederacy, and since then con- 
scription tcok the place of voluntary en- 
listment. The continental European states 
had to follow the example of France because 
only by those means they could raise the num- 
ber of men necessary to cope with the immense 
armies Napoleon brought into the field. 

Lists were now made of all suitable young 
men and the required number of recruits picked 
out by the recruiting officers pretty arbitra- 
rily, taking particularly stature and physical 
condition into consideration. Exempt were 
by law all those who hai employment by the 
government or a political corporation, and 
those who had made their studies at a univer- 
gity; thatis, theologians, jurists, physicians 
and also school teachers. This arrangement 
was not wellregulated during the war, but 
after the consummation of the same, was reg- 
ulated by law. 

The principle was now prevailing that all 
citizens had toshare in the defense of the 
country, but yet with certain exceptions. In 
every parochy books were kept from olden 
Catholic times, in which all ecclesiastic acts— 
baptismals, confirmations, weddings and fu- 
nerals—ever performed in that church were 
entered. This was formerly done by the 
clergy on their own account, but was after- 
wards required from them by the governments. 
From these books every year a list was made 
of all young men standing in their twentieth 
year at the time the list was made. At a cer- 
tain day, generally in March, all the young 
men of that country were convened in the 
capitals of the different districts, and had now 
to draw numbers out of an urn as their names 
were called from the carefully prepared list. 
If they could not be present themselves their 
lot was drawn by proxy, either by their fathers 
or by their guardian or by the burgomaster of 
their village. About one month after this the 
actual recruiting took place. The 
young men were again convened and 
earefully examined as to their fit- 
ness for service and physical condition by a 
captain of the line, a surgeon of the army and 
another physician. Refused were all below a 
certain height (if I recollect right, 4 feet, 6 
inches) and all others unfit for service. Ex- 
empt were those who made their study at a 
university, as above mentioned, all school 
teachers, the oldest son of a widow or ofa 
father above sixty yearsof age. The young 
men were called up by. the number they had 
drawn, and were enlisted as they were found 
fit, until the number of men required from 
the respective district was completed; a few 
more were placed on the reserve list, for the 
eventuality that a death should occur among 
the enlisted men. 

Those young men were now to be soldiers 
for the next six years, and after that time six 
years in the reserve, but were not longer pres- 
ent in the line than eighteen months or two 
vears. Not all of them, however, served their 
time themselves; they could get a substitute, 
and those were generally taken from the num- 
ber of non-commissioned officers who had al- 
ready served their own time, and who now en- 
tered into anew Capitulation of six years for 
another one as substitute. This institution 
was soon regulated by the government, . thus, 
that all those who wished to serve as a substi- 
tute had their name entered on a list, and 
those who wanted a substitute were now sup- 
plied from that list, without knowing whom 
they served for, while the government secured 
also the payment of the stipulated bounty. 

Thus the regiments were kept complete: the 
number of well drilled, excellent, non-com- 
missioned officers was always full. Theyoung 
men called recruits, were brought to the bar- 
racks, selected for the different arms, infantry, 
cavalry, artillery, and to the engineers the 
train, and were instructedand drilled. After 
they had been made acquainted with the use 
of the arms, etc., which is done in about6 
months, the men of the last year 
are furloughed, and go home, _ subject 
to a call in case of war, -and_ also 
called in for the maneuvres which take place 
in the fall of every year. Thus a large num- 
ber of the population got perfectly acquainted 
with the use of arms, and yet not alienated to 
the pursuits of civil life. Only those who en- 
sane a second, third or fourth capitulation as 
substitutes*for others, who had perhaps no 
trade when they entered their military career, 
or who forgot and unlearned it while in the 
army, were unfit to take places again as be- 
fore they entered the military, but those made 
afterwards excellent semi-military or civilian 
ofticials, janitors, policemen, letter carriers, 
jailers, ete., and were always preferred to 
others. 

Soon the number of exempts was reduced and 
a great change took place with the class who 
were exempt on account of being students at a 
university. Those could now serve among the 
number of the one-year volunteers, of which 
class I shall speak below. 

In 1807, when Prussia had been niterly de- 
graded by Napoleon I, when her king and her 
people were driven to the very verge of des- 
peration, Napoleon had decreed that Prussia, 
reduced as she was, could only keep an army 
of 40,000 men. Nothing was said, however, as 
to the length of service. Two great patriots, 
the prime minister, Von Stein, and the minis- 
ter of war, Von Scharnhorst, worked indefatiga- 
bly towards her resurrection, and towards the 
reorganization of the army. While Napoleon 
kept his men almost perpetually under arms, 
Schacnhorst called only 40,000 men in and 
drilled them carefully and sent them home 
again, in order to replace them by 40,000 other 
ones who were, also, keptonly six months with 
the colors. Thus he drilled the whole popula- 
tion and had a formidable army when, in 1813, 
whole Prussia rose like one man against the 
intruder. These soldiers fought the battles of 
Leipszig and Waterloo. 

Since that time the people of Prussia are ac- 
quainted with the idea of a universal military 
service, and when in 1859 this principle was 
still more consistently carried out, the intro- 
duction of the measures found some opposition, 
but was yet carried. 

The complete army reorganization wasal- 
ready in 1848 proposed by Major Von Roogn, af- 
terwards minister of war. He found a good 
deal of opposition, particularly in the parlia- 

nt, but in 1859 the mobilization against 

ance gave the excuse for the introduction of 
the reform. This new organization brings 
every able-bodied man in his twenty- 
first year to the colors, | prince and 
peasant, the son of the millionaire and of the 
poor man, the blacksmith and farmer, the mer- 
chant and the séientist. They are kept with 
the colors until they are well drilled ; then they 
are sent home to their civil occupation, gener- 
ally after eighteen months or two years, but 
they belong to the regiment asactive members 
for three years. After these three years the 
man does no more belong to the first call; he 
enters now into the reserve, where he is toserve 
four years. The first call have always to 
be present at the maneuvres which are held 
in fall every year. Also the reserve are called 
in for exercises and maneuvres and inspec- 
tion. During the years from the 7th to the 
40th, and lately even to the 45th, the man be- 
longs to the landwehr. The landwehr 1s 
not expected to take the field, but fis intended 
for home service, but can be calied on to take 
actual service as they have done in the last 
Franco-German war, where they haye done 
great service. ; 

If a young man prepares himself for higher 
studies, or if he passes the highest schools be- 
low the university, he is enti to serve as @ 
ene year’s volunteer. He has to a very 
rigid examination, however, and if he is not 
successful he goes to the ranks for seven years 
as above related. The examination requires 

ood knowledge in German, Latin and one 
Giving language, mathematics, history, re- 
a geography, natural pbylosophy. 

e application for the promotion 
to the one-year volunteers must be 
accompanied by the usual certificates and evi- 
dence of good character, for evidence of a dis- 
honorable conduct would at cace exclade, and 
a bond of parent or ian, that the meces- 
sary cost will be . After admission a medi- 
cal examination to be passed. 

These young men can choose their arms, and 
ean even postpone service for one or two 
at their desire. They serve one year the 
cloth them- 


— ~ 


selves, and need not lodge in the barracks. 
They have to undergo all the fatigues of the 
drill and instruction in the manipulation of 
the arms, but they need not clean their arms 
and uniform themselves after they have 
learned how to do it, and thus not all their 
time is taken up by the drill, gymnastics; 
etc., and in the afternoon they can attend 
to the lectures. You can, therefore, at 
any German university, see uniformed men in 
the lecture room, for as long as they are in the 
army they must not wear civilian clothes. 
They wear simple distinctive badges. After 
one year’s service they are expected to have 
sufficient military education, and after having 
passed an examination in military matters 
successfully, they can go to the reserves, or re- 
ceive acommission asan officer in the ¢{land- 
wehr, provided they are agreeable to the offi- 
cers. 

A man from the ranks can never get a com- 
mission as officer. Valor on the battlefield can 
gain him the iron cross or otber decorations, 
but never a commission. : 

To get a commission there are two ways—the 
cattetten honse and the regiment. Ifa young 
man passes the cattetten house and absolves 
the highest class among the first fifty, then he 
is appointed to a second lieutenantship by the 
kaiser. If not among the first fifty he goes to 
the regiment, if not successful in the exami- 
nation or if expelled from [the catetten house 
for some grave offense, or for inability to learn, 
he gees to the ranks for seven years. 

If a young man wishes to devote himself to 
military service as an officer, he finds first -the 
colonel ofa regiment who is willing to take 
him in as an ‘‘adyantayeur.”’ This is generallA 
done when the young man is seventeen or 
eighteen years old, and he must show favor- 
able certiticates of higher schools, and must 
prove a certaim income to his personal pocket, 
which fs of different amount in different regi- 
ments. After being accepted by the colonel 
he serves for six months as a private in the 
ranks, but is called ‘‘advantayeur.’”’ At the 
end of this time, and after having passed an 
examination on the subjects covered by a lib- 
eral civil education, or if he is a gradu- 
at of the higher civil schools, he 
afvances to the rank of ensign, and goes to 
the war school, where he receives ten months 
purely military instructions, and must pass a 
severe examination. If successful he goes 
back to his regiment and applies for a com- 
mission to the colonel of his regiment. The col- 
onel convenes the commissioned ofticers and 
orders a ballot. If one black ball is drawn, ex- 
planation and reason is demanded from the one 
who gavethe black ball. The answer must 
come forth, and is discussed when a second bal- 
lot is ordered. 

Whentwo black balls are east the candi- 
dacy is pestponed forsix months, if three black 
balls are cast it is postponed forever. If two 
black balls are cast, the candidate generally 
seeks to be transferred to another regiment. 
After having been accepted by the corps of 
ofticers, his case goes up to the emperor, and 
he is appointed to a second lieutenantship 
whenever there may be a vacancy for him. 
Buying a commission inthe German army, as 
a few years ago could be done in the English 
army, was never heard of in Germany. 

General W. B. Hazen, of the United States 
army, who died a few years ago as chief 
of the signal service in Washington, D. 
C., has wrttten a very interesting book en- 
titled ‘‘The School and the Army,’’ which can 
be recommended to those who want to learn 
something about the German, the French and 
the American armies. That gentleman got 
leave of absence in August, 1870, with per- 
mission togo beyond the sea, and permission 
to move with the German army. He arrived 
after the day of Sedan, met the German army 
before Paris, stayed at the headquarters at 
Versailles, studied the organization of the 
German army in general and in particular, 
and particularly the German school system. 

It is a matter of course that I, who love my 
native fatherland, where mycradle stood, as 
well as my adopted country, where my grave 
will be dug, should be highly pleased to read 
from the pen of an eminent American’ how 
much he esteemed the German army and the 
German schoo]. General Hazen was not blind 
to the shortcomings of the German army and 
school, but he seems to have been an impartial 
judge. 

Among other things, he tells us that the 
German army is clac excellently—all wool, no 
shoddy—so that the German soldiers, as a 
general thing, brought the same uniform back 
again in which they had entered the campaign. 
They did not live on the country, but were 
victualled from Germany,or if vegetables were 
reguired, they were paid cash for. The revic- 
tualing organization seems to have been excel- 
lent, but of course, whenever those thirsty 
creatures found a wine-cellar in a deserted 
villa near Paris, they recollected that they had 
corkscrews with them. 

To each corps or division of the German 
army there was a number of wagons attached, 
which had to provide for the revictualing of 
the army. Yet large numbers of carts and 
wagons were required, which had to be taken 
from the country. At first they were paid for 
their services by scripts, but on repeated de- 
mands of the crown prince, those people and 
all other services were paid iu hard cash, be- 
cause they were people of small means and 
had to support families. 

It is ps 5. natural that some would rather 
stay away from the army if they could, and 
hence many young men emigrate from Ger- 
many in order to avoid military service, but 
the number of those is very small compared 
with the number of those who stay and do 
service. Asageneral thing the young men 
are proud to belong to an excellent army, even 
when they have to undergo fatigues, and in 


fact they have not many idle hours, for drilling, ¢ 


fencing, gymnastics are practiced with great 
vigor. But if the young man has been 
with the colors for eighteen months he looks 
a different person, and is the hero in his_vil- 
lage when on furlough. I have no doubt it 
would do many of our country people no 
harm, if they had to stay in the barracks for a 

ear or so, and the time spent there would not 
S altogether lost. We hear frequently com- 
plain that the Germans suffer intensely under 
the military system, since the young men, in 
their best years, have to lose 6 years by being 
soldiers. This isa great mistake, as shown 
above. 

They do not lose more than two years, be- 
cause the other time they follow their civil 
avocations, and even the time spent in service 
is not lost, for they learn many good things 
physically and morally, for instance, great 
cleanliness, discipline, deportment ; those who 
are not well up in reading, writing, etc., re- 
ceive instructions in these arts, etc. But at 
all events what is to be done? How can Ger- 
many escape from being overrun by other na- 
tions but by keeping a —_ army? Si vis 
pacem para bellum. .— THEO. SCHUMANN.

The Reading Strikers Stil Firm—Large Ship- 
ments of Soft Coal, 


PHILADELPHIA, January 7.—Port Richmond 
and Elizabethport continue their usual activ- 
ity. Coal is being transferred without inter- 
ruption, but the strikers give no sign of weak- 
en ne Interest in the strike now centers prin- 
cipally in the miners. The published state- 
ment that the Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
roadjcom pany would refnseltotfurnishears to the 
colliery at New Lincoln, Pa., in event of the 
operators of that colliery continuing payment to 
its. miners of eight per cent above $2.50 
basis is positively denied here today. The 
statement was made in aspecial to the Read- 
ing Eagle, which dispatch was extensively 
published in journals of other cities, that Levi 
Miller, of the firm of Miller & Co., who opera- 
ted a colliery at New Lincoln, had informed a 
committee of miners that he couldn’t continue 
to pay the 8 per cent advance, because the 
Reading company had notified him that if he 
did so the company would refuse to furnish 
him with cars. Mr. Miller today telegraphed 
to this city that these statements were mis- 
chievous representations of the truth; that he 
had made such a statement to any one, and 
that- cars ordered for the _ colliery 
since the inauguration of the strike 
had been promptly and cheerfully furnished 
by the Reading company. The shipping agent 
in this city of the New Lincoln colliery, who 
is a member of the firm owning it, repudiates 
the story also. 

Heavy shipments of soft coal from the 
bituminous regions passed down the Reading 
road today, and the amount of this coal is 
daily increasing. There has been no increase 
in cory ne he from the Reading coal] fields. A 
considerable numberof private collieries now 
being worked are on lines of the Lehigh Val- 
ley and Pennsylvania roads, and their product 
goes over those roads. The uneasiness lest 
manufactories will be obliged to stop for want 
of fuelis abating. New supplies are being 
obtained by those in need, but at increased 
expense. 


THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE. 


Oakman Elected Vice-Tresident—Pro 
jected Connections. 

New York, January 7.—[{Special.]—The 
directors of the Richmond and Danville rail- 
road met today for the first time since George 
S. Scott was elected president. None other 
than routine business was transacted, except 
that W. G. Oakman, of the banking house of 
Smith, Oakman & Regay, was elected second 
vice-president. Mr. Oakman held this same 
position during Mr. Seott’s previous term as 

resident of the Richmond and Danville, hence 
1.5 election today is but the re-establishment 
of the old relations between himand President 
Scott. The positicns of first and fourth vice- 
presidents of the Richmond and Danville still 
remain unchosen, which indicates that the 
present administration is determined to act 
with great care in filling important offices. 

W. G. Oakman is president of the construc- 
tion company now engaged in building the 
Powell’s Valley railroad from Knoxville, 
Tenn., northward, through the Cumberland 
Gap into the vast coal fields and iron ore dis- 
tricts of Bell county, Ky., toa connection on 
that side ef the mountain, with the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad. . 

Mr. Oakman’s construction company is said 
to be composed mainly of a syndicate of Enge 
lish capitalists. By the assumption of new du- 
ties as vice-president of the Richmond and 
Danville, Mr. Oakman feels his time will be 
closely occupied, and for this reason, George 
hi. Eager, present general manager of the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia, has been selected to 
take charge of the Powell’s Valley construc- 
tion. This puts that road andthe Marietia and 
North Georgia practically in charge of one 
builder, and insures the heartiest co-operation 
in the construction of the two lines. 

Mr. Eager closed a contract here yesterday 
afternoon with the Scranton steel works for 
ten thousand tons of sixty-three pound steel 
rai!s for the Marietta and North Georgia rail- 
road, which means about a hundred miles of 
track for this promisina enterprise.

The Peculiar Post-Mortem Change of the 
Remains of Mrs. Annie Mellies. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.,"January]7.—The casket 
containing the remains of Mrs. Annie Mellies, 
placed in the old cemetery vault in 1857 and 
which the sexton exhibited last summer as 
“the petrified woman,”’ was opened this after- 
Fon nthe mesence of all the prominent 
physicans of the city.

A SevensStory Bullding De- 
Sstroyed by Fire. 


SEVERAL PUBLISHING FIRMS RUINED 


Narrow Escape of Inmates of the Building—

What They Like to Eat. 

We print Msewhere a series of answers 
from well-known Atlantians tothe question, 
“If you had a dozen friends to a dinner in 
mid winter, what would you give them?” 

The answers run up and down the whole 
gamut of gastronomy, ranging from opos- 

sum toshrimps, from chitterlingsto whipped 

cream. The impression produced by a study 
of the details is that there is a lack of the 
homelier foods, hardly to have been expect- 
ed from Atlantians. Fried frogs’ legs ap- 
pear as often as mutton, and shrimp oftener 
than bam. Mushrooms are more frequent 
than sweet potatoes, the latter appearing 
once only, as a buttress into which Governor 
Gordon’s opossum may breathe his savory 
goul away. Mince pic—stalwart king of 
pies—asserts itself but once in the thicket 
of kickshaws which serve as desserts, which 
suggests that Dio Lewis may have misled 
many of our people when he denounced it 
as ‘‘a dry, indigestible top, a moist, indiges- 
tible bottom, with layers of unspeakable 
horrors between.’’ We see nothing of roast 
pig, nothing of cabbage, of chicken only en 
‘pillan, or hashed into salads. Lobsters 
crawl and crabs sidle where kid and lamb 
seem forbidden to sport, and our incompar- 
able quail pipes his cheery “‘Bob White’’ but 
once through menus thick with prairie 
chicken and teal duck. Eggs are scarcer 
than hen teeth, though Rochefort cheese 
flourishes in its own decay, and terrapin 
stew and truffles invite the epicure. As for 
chicken-pie—where is it? And where the 
young goose, with sage and onions! 

In spite of this impression thus hastily, 

rhaps injudiciously recorded, the epicu- 

a array is tempting and creditable. It 
shows that in feeding, as in all things else, 
Atlanta is enterprising and forages far and 
wide, The study of even these suppositious

A Startling State of Affairs. 

When we stated a few days since that the 
farmers of Georgia were now mortgaged for 
$6,000,000 of foreign capital, we thought we 
stated the case broadly, but Simmons, who 
represents many of the security companies, 
puts the figures at $8,000,000. As the rules 
will not permit the loaning of more than a 
third of the value of the farm—it is frequent- 
ly not a fourth—there are fully $25,000,000 
worth of our farms resting under foreign 
mortgages. 

It is no encouragement to say that the 
other southern states are as badly handi- 
capped and that the western states are 
worse. It is encouraging, however, to know 
that though eight years have elapsed since 
these five year loans were laid only forty- 
five farms have been sold in Georgia under 
the mortgages, and that ninety per cent of 
the mortgages are paidas they fall due. It 
is also encouraging to know that the interest 
and commission now only averages eleven 
and one-half per cent for a five years’ loan, 
when a few years ago it was fourteen to six- 
teen per cent. 

It isa shame that farmers are compelled 
‘to pay such rates of interest when merchants 
or owners of city property get money at 
seven percent orless. The farm lands are 
just as good security as city blocks. Indeed 
‘these loan companies are prohibited by their 
charters from loaning on city property, so 
much safer is the farm mortgage considered. 
The trouble is, the law passed by the Wall 
street sharks forbids the national banks to 
Jend money on real estate. With this law 
repealed the farmer would get money on his 
farm lands at eight per cent at the most.

intellects to the front, and the dead level of 
civilized society will be torn up by many 
a conyulsion before we reach the end. 

There is no permanent calm in human af- 
fairs. So long as the world lasts there will 
be upheavals and revolutions. The strong- 
est systems will be shattered, the bonds of 
society will be broken, old customs will be 
abolished, and out of the chaos will arise 
new civilizations, new ideas and new men. 

We have not reached the dead level stage 
yet, and we are not likely to get there. The

Railway Bankruptcies. 

The Railway Age presents some interest 
ing statistics concerning the railway failures 
in the United States last year. 

It appears that within the past twelve 
months thirty-one railways, aggregating 
5,500 miles, and representing a capital in- 
vestmentfof over $328,000,000, weres old un- 
der foreclosures. These roads were scat- 
tered among seventeen different states, but 
one-third of them were in New York and 
Pennsylvania. The south makes an excep- 
tionally good showing. No southern state, 
with the exception of Texas, contributed 
more than one to the list of bankrupt roads. 

The bankruptcies of the past year fall be- 
low the figures of 1886 and some preceding 
years. When the enormous amount of new 
construction is considered, this is an en- 
couraging sign. Most of the new roads are 
in the hands of strong companies, and they 
are pushing their way into regions of the 
west and south where transportation facili- 
ties areneeded. Under the circumstances 
the Age takes a hopeful view of the coming 
year, and predicts a prosperous railway era. 
It is to be hoped that our contemporary is 
not mistaken. The development of the 
south largely depends upon the construc- 
tion of various projected lines of railway, 
and the abandonment of these enterprises 
would set us back for many years. It is 
gratifying, therefore, to find the outlook so 
favorable. Even if railway construction 
should lag behind in the older states, there 
is every reason to believe that it will con- 
tinue active in this region.

The Surplus Accumulates. 

A surplus of $15,000.000 was collected 
from the people by the government for the 
month of December, and each month shows 
a greater increase. 

These figures should startle the business 
interests of the country, and when it is re- 
membered that they represent the excessive 
accumulation of only one-twelfth of a year, 
it is enough to produce results which will 
seriously affect the trade of the country. 
No country can stand such a drain without 
soon feeling its weakening results, and even 
the atrength of this conntry—the strongest, 
of all nations—will soon preve unable to 
carry this monster load. 

But still the government continues to col- 
lect unnecessary taxes by which its enor- 
mous surplus is made to continually assume 
larger proportions. It is time to calla halt. 
Let congress abolish the internal revenue 
and thereby.cut off millions of blood money 
which monthly accumulates in an already 
overburdened treasury. 


Ir the democrats in congress really want 
their party to succeed this year, they should 
do as Editor Watterson suggests—they 
should compromise their differences and 
harmonize. 


Successful Farming. 

The farmers of Oglethorpe county re- 
cently held a meeting. After some dis- 
cussion, they resolved that co-operation is 
the remedy for the evils under which the 
agricultural interests are suffering. Their 
resolutions say that there is a great necessity 
for the farmer to combine and consult upon 
some measure by which their condition, 
present and future, may be benefited. 

They are impressed with the belief that 
the course pursued by a large majority of 
the farmers of the southern states for a 
number of years is surely Jeading them into 
a state of dependence and servitude which 
will result in their becoming tenants at will 
to foreign capitalists. They believed, how- 
ever, that the only remedy for the dangers 
staring them in the face is a combination 
which will result in the curtailment of the 
production of cotton by planting less land 
in cotton and raising more supplies at home 
for man and beast. 

The farmers of, Oglethorpe county are 
certainly on the right line. We are glad to 
see that they have been too sensible to sub- 
scribe to the doctrine put forth by certain 
demagogues that all the troubles the farmer 
has are the result of the tariff. As to re- 
ducing the cotton crop by means of co- 
operation, that is something of a delusion. 
It is practicable if combination were practi- 
cal, but this matter has been pretty thor- 
oughly tested since the war, especially under 
the auspices of the patrons of husbandry, 
when that order was at the height of its 
popularity. 

‘Tie experime.: was then tried, but the 
result was that more cotton was produced 
x ever, and it was a very natural result. 

ach farmer argued with himself that if 
every other farmer planted less cotton, 
prices would be high, so he concluded to in- 
crease his crop. We are of the opinion, 
therefore, that the remedy is, not in a re- 
duction of the cotton crép—for thé world 
demands pretty much all the south can pro- 
duce—but in diversifying farm products, 
and in raising more supplies at home for 
man and beast. ; 

Farming is a business, and it must be car- 
ried on as a business. Those who are con- 
tent to earn only a livelihood at it ought 
to be content if they succeed to that extent; 
but the really successful farmer—and there 
are thousands of them in Georgia-and all 
over the south, as THe ConsTITUTION has 
taken occasion to show—the really success- 
ful farmer is the man who brings business 
sense, business tact and business economy 
to his aid. 

There is one idea that ought to be im- 
'pressed on every young man, and, if possi-

f | ble, on every old ‘man, and thats, that in | 


| farming, as in every other occupation, only 

those are suceessfnl who apply busi- 
ness principles and stand by them. There 
is no suce’ss anywhere for those who neg- 
leet these principles, and they are very sim- 
ple indeed. ‘Energy, industry, sobriety, 
economy. This is the entire list. 

When a lawyer, a merchant or a farmer is 
in trouble, itis safe to say that one or the 
other of these principles has been neglected 
or violated. Farming is not a pastime, by 
any means, but there are more successful 
farmers than there are successful lawyers or 
successful merchants. This statement is 
easily susceptible of proof. A merchant, 
when he fails, must go to the wall, buta 
farmer has a thousand chances of crawling 
out. 

A year or two ago THE CONSTITUTION 
showed conclusively that the business of 
farming could be profitably followed in 
Georgia, and we need not go over that 
ground again; but wé say here, that there is 
no finer opening in the world for a young 
man with energy and business sense than 
the old red hills of Georgia.

Arkansasis certainly the colored man’s par- 
adisenow. They make money out there, and save 
it, too.”’

tailor, said yesterday: 

‘It is absurd and impossible, for the simple 
fact that no promise of any office was made by 
the anti-prohibitionists. Those two men had 
no claim whatever except their merit, and the 
fact that they had been unanimously agreed 
upon to represent the colored people in case 
Mr. Mahoney saw fit to make the appoint- 
ments. I called the meeting of colored men 
on the first Sunday after the election, and 
George Yarber was chairman of it. So 1 
know what I’m saying when I state that our 
club made nothing in the way of a demand. 
Those two men we considered qualified to 
hold any office, and the selection of those two 
was unanimous,” 

‘You say there wasno promise made prior 
to the election ?”’ 

‘‘There was no promise made, If there had 
been one I would have known of it. 
We did not expect it; we were not working for 
that. It was a matter of of principle.”’ 

‘‘Did you hear of any promise being made? 
Did any of the prominent colored antis under- 
stand that a promise had been made ?’’ 

‘‘T talked with every one of them, and I 
never heard of any promise being made. If 
there had been any promise made I would 
have heardofit. There was none made. It’s 
just as I told you. I’veasked for representa- 
tion, and organized simply to agree on good 
men. Wethought we stood a better chance 
to’secure representation if we agreed on good 
men. That’s exactly what we did. The col- 
ored people were well satisfied with the choice, 
aud are highly gratified at their appointment.’’

“Projojoy: The following cannot fail to be re- 
garded by the lovers of natural meen ne SEES 8 
most singular instance of the close connection be- 

ween the animal and the vegetable world. 
n September, 1839, at the ordinary, scientific 
meeting of the Zoolozieal society, the first 
communication read was a letter from Mr. Mackay, 
of the British consulate at Maricnibo, on a plant 
called projojoy in the country from which it is de- 
rived, and which arrives in this state from the 
strange metamorphose state of an insect, In the 
insect which was described some of the legs had 
been already changed into roots, and in this state it 
was presented to the contributors It was an- 
nounced thata similar insect had been discovered 
in North Cirolina, which assumed alternately that 
form along with a plant. 

When this hybrid creature assumes the form ofan 
insect itisaboutan inch in length, and much re- 

robles a wasp in appeasance. When the insect 

as attained its ful length it disappears under 
the surface of the the ground anil dies; soon 
after which the two legs begin to sprout 
and vezetate, the shoots extending upward, and 
the plant in a short time reaching the height of six 
inches. The branches and the leaves are like the 
trefoil and at the extremities of the former there are 
buds, which contain neither leaves nor flowers, but 
an insect, which, as it grows, falls tothe ground, or 
remains on its parent plant, feeding on the leaves 
til] the plant is exhausted, when the insect returns 
to the carth and the plant shoots forth again.”’ 

It seems from the above that similar caterpillars 
were discovered in 1839, Juiius L. Brown, 

The caterpillars sent to Mr. Brown came 
from Mexico. It is claimed that the live 
caterpillar is buried, and the plant springs 
from his body. The plant produces a red 
, sg which, instead of going to seed, pro- 

uces a live caterpillar. In explanation it is 
gaid each of the caterpillars has a seed in its 
head, lodged there after feeding on plants, 
and that this seed produces the plant. How 
the plant reproduces the caterpillar is not so 
clear. 3

The clerk offered no 
evidence in his detense, and he was likewise ac- 
quitted by the verdict of the jury and the judgment 
ofthe court. The Hon: Howard Van Epps presided 
on the trial of both cases, and there was no evidence 
upon. which to base a conviction. 

Daus has been through two courts, and he must 
now be put threugh the third ordeal in order to 
make a test case, afterhe has compiied with the 
law.

The breakfast 
served for the president and Mrs. Cleveland at 
his beautiful home was perfect from fruit to 
finish. 

Our governors and senators being plain and 
vigorous feeders, what of our chief justice? 

Judge Bleckley is the only one of our great 
men who was for a whole summer his own 
cook. At his cabin on Screamer mountain he 
lit his own fire and Kneaded his own dough. 
Of his efforts, he said: ‘I was never able to 
get any twothings ready at the same time. 
When my biscuits were doue the coffee was 
not. When the coffee was ready, the meat 
was not. My cooking lacked cotemporaneous- 
ness. I never mastered the synchronism of 
cooking.’’ In response to an inquiry, ‘If you 
were going to have a dozen valued friends at 
dinner, in mid winter, what would you give 
them?” Judge Bleckley said the following: 

ATLANTA, January 5,1858,— Editors Constitution: As 
I carry in my mind a separate menu for each dozen 
of my friends, and am not advised what particular 
dozen I am supposed to be inviting this week, your 
call in general terms for my bill ot fare is too vague. 
In responding to it, I feel as it I had to decide a fic- 
titious case on an incomplete record. 

To my best friends I would serve becfsteak, bak- 
er’sbread and coffee. To the second dozen, the same 
with oysters. To the third dozen, the same, adding 
BAUsiges, turnipsand Irish potatoes. To more re- 
mote dozens, a still greater variety; and to the most 
remote, all that the market, qualified by my bank 
account, would afford. 

Tle principle on which bills of fare ought to be 
graduated is this: 

The more feeling the legs need 
, For gaudy and expensive feed.

How to Get These Dinners, 

As the reading of these menus may inspire 
Tire CONSTITUTION’S reade:s to renewed epicurean 
research, itis wellto know how these dinners may 
be gotten up. Our markets afford every dainty, and 
below are given the prices of those that may be said 
to be out of the usual run of marketing: 

A prominent restaurauteur was asked about the 
price of yenison. . 

“The choicest venison will eost you from eighteen 
to twenty cents per pound, Most of the venison 
used in Atlanta comes from Alabama, though a con- 
siderable quantity comes from Chicago. Of course, 
the Alabama is freshest, and therefore generally 
preferred.” 

“And ducks?’’ 

“Well, ducks cost about $1.25. a pair. Most of 
those come from Chicago, and retail at sixty-five 
cents a piece. Tealand Mallard are the favorite— 
cost the same.”’ 

‘‘What do crabs cost?’’ 

“Crabs range about 60 cents a dozen. Most of 
our crabs come from Savannah, but a let come 
from Pensacola. Notmany people know how to 
cook crabs, and I think that’s one reason that peo- 
ple don’t use them more. There is nothing better 
than a well cooked crab,” 

‘*Shrim ps?”’ 

“Shrimps cost 25 cents a quart. Whenthe heads 
are taken off they are ‘headed’ shrimps, and sell at 
25 cents a pound.,’’ 

“And lobsters?” 

‘‘Now you’ve got me. You know they are not in 
season now, anyhow, and we haven’t handled any 
in two or three years. Atlanta people don’t take 
much stock in lobsters anyhow, I really couldn't 
tell you anything about ’em.” 

“Pompano?” 

“They are out of season, too. They are best in 
the spring and fall. They come mostly from Pensa- 
cola and are worth 20 cents a pound,”’ 

“Wild turkey?” 

“Well, we hardly ever handle those except about 
Christmas times. A big, fat fellow is worth about 

2. They come mostly from Alabama, though some 
come from Chieago and other western points.” 

“Quail?” 

‘“‘We get those from right around Atlanta, or from 
north Georgia. They range from 12% to 15 cents 
apiece.’’ 

“Well, can a fellow make his own mock turtle 
soup?’ 

“Oh, yes! Some of the grocers keep} it in cans al- 
ready preprred.”’ 

“What are the cans worth?’ 

“Fifty cents. Those are quart cans. The soup is 
already prepared, and all you have to do is heatit. 
Of course you can dilute it if you wish, but it is yery 
good as it is.’’ 

“What other soups have you?”’ 

‘‘All kinds, There’s chicken at forty cents; turkey 
at fifty: green turtle at eighty; at.eighty, 
and so on.” x

The County Courthouse. 


THE CRIMINAL BRANCH of the superior court 
will meet tomorrow morning at nine o’clock, 
Judge ;Richard H. Clark presiding. The 
docket is a heavy one and it will take several 
weeks to clear it. -The first case set for trial 
is the case of the State vs. James Jeter,i ndict- 
ed for murder. The trial will be sensational, 
involving love, avarice,jealousy, and poisoning. 
Jeter asseverates his innocence and says he 
does not fear the result of the trial, as he ex- 
pects to be acquitted. He has retained as his 
counsel Mr. W.T* Moyers. 

PHILIP BLOCK WANTS $10,000 from the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad company. He tiled 
his suit yesterday in the ofiice of the clerk of 
the superior court. In 1887 he was employed 
by the company asa brakeman on a freight 
train running between Atlanta and Chariotte. 
The ist of October, 1887, a collision occurred 
near Greer’s station§between his freight train 
and a passenger train. He was seriously m- 
jured. His shoulder was dislecated, his thigh 
was bruised, his spine received so violent a 
shock that paralysis followed. He is wholly 
incapacitated for manual labor. He asserts in 
his complaint that the accident was caused by 
the carelessness of the defendant’s servant. 
Messrs. Hopkins and Glenn and John M. 
Slaton are conducting the suit.

THE LOAN COMPANIES. 


Some of the Effects of Judge 
Speer’s Decision. 


HOW THE INTEREST HAS DECREASED 


Havethe Companies Been an Injury?—And 
Are the Loans Usurious?—What 
Loans Are Preferred. 


There are many millionsof dollars seeking 
investment in real estate security in the 
south and west. Three corporations have been 
organized in Europe for the purpose of lending 
money upon this class of security, i. e., the 
American Threshold Land Mortgage com- 
pany, of London, limited ; the American Mort- 
gage company, of Edinburgh, Scotland,and the 
Dundee Investment company, of Dundee, 
Scotland. These corporations have a capital 
of many millions of dollars. 

There is also a similar corporation in Con- 
necticut, the New England Mortgage security 
company, which has loaned several ; millions 
upon improved farms in the south and west. 

None of these corporations make loans upon 
city or town property. 

The history of this eastern and foreign 
money seeking investment in American farm 
lands is this: The money comprising the cap- 
ital stock of these corporations, or a large part 
of it, was once invested in the bonds of the 


drawing eight per cent interest. The gov- 
ernment refunded these and _ required 
owners to accept three and _ one-half 
per cents in lien of the money. These 
capitalists refused the bonds at a re- 
duced rate, and decided to invest in 
landed securities as more _ profitable. 

Itis said that between fifteen and twenty 
millions of dollars have been loaned upon 
Kansas lands. These investments pay 12 per 
cent to the lenders, that being the conven- 
tional rate in that state. The local loan agents 
and eastern brokers receive a commission of 
15 per cent from borrowers, for their services 
in inducing acceptance of their application 
for loans. 

The cotton exposition of 1881 first attracted 
the attention of this capital to Georgia, and 
various loan agencies were established here. 
The result has been that about $8,000,000 has 
been loaned on farm lands in Georgia. 
PERHAPS $50,000,000 THROUGHOUT THE SOUTH, 
and three times as much in thd western and 
northwestern states and territories. 

This is the plan by which loans of this char- 
acter are negotiated by loan agents and brokers 
as we getit from Colonel W. E. Simmons, coun- 
sel for many of the most important companies: 
Farmers soo netig, Hagges upon their farms, make 
an application some agent engaged in the 
business of procuring loans for a consid- 
eration. This application contains a com- 
plete description of the property offered as 
security, number bushels of corn, cotton, 
wheat, oats, etc., grown annually thereon— 
number acres cleared in original forest, char- 


paper and an abstract of title is prepared by 

the agent, and by him forwarded to a broker 

in some eastern city for negotiation. , 
This abstract and application is placed o 


these files. 


it. The money paid to the broker who for- 
wards it to the local agent of the borrower, 
less the amount the broker is_ to 
receive from him for his services in making 
the negotiation. Lenders do not participate 
in this commission, directly or indirectly, the 
business of the brokers and local loan agents 
being separate and independent. 

Theloans are on five years’ time at eight 
percent per annum, which averages aboht 
twelve per cent per annum, including broker- 
age paid by borrowers. 

The commission was formerly twenty per 
cent. 

This is an exceedingly important movement. 
That foreign lenders should hold $50,000,000 
mortgage in farm lands in the south is a start- 
ling fact. The ae answer to it is that for- 
merly farmers paid fifty-four per cent interest 
in the advanced price on their supplies bought 
on credit. That farmers live at all paying 
such interest is testimony to their vitality: 
Not one merchant in a hundred could live two 
years with such interest accounts. 

THE SELLING OUT OF FARMERS. 

“Have many farmers been sold out under 
these mortgages ?’’ 

‘‘Forty-tive farms have been soldin Georgia, 
neither more nor less, and the loan system has 
been ee eight years. In one county there 
was $75,000 loaned, and every loan has been 
repaid except two, one of which is now being 
sued. Many of the loans are paid by install- 
ments; some are renewed when the time is 
out upon the payment of interest. Ninety per 
=~ of the loans are satisfied by payment when 

ue.”’ 

‘*What has been the legal decisions as to the 
usu 3 this loan ?”’ 

“Judge Speer decided in the RBuntree case 
that the loans were usurious. This decision has 
kept a great many from paying up. They 
felt that under the decision of the court they 
could not be disturbed, and they withheld 
their interest. The interest has doubled on 
them and it will be very hard for them now to 
pay. The supreme court of the state has held 

hat the loans are not usurious, and Judge 
Newman has held that they are not usurious. 
There has been similar decisions all over the 
south and west. Judge Speer’s is the only de- 
cision that holds that the interest is usurious, 
and the loans forfeited.’’ : 

“‘What has been the effect of Judge Speer’s 
decision ?”’ 

“It has been unquestionably bad. You see, 
if the contracts are usurious, the principal, as 
well as the interest is forfeited. His decision 
has tempted the owners of farms into with- 
holding payments, in the hope of escaping 
— of principal and interest. It has 

ept the land companies from loaning money 
in the state any further, and has made them 
less willing to renew loans as they became 
due. The decision of the supreme court recti- 
fied 5 tate A and Judge Newman’s decision 
will help. It has been claimed that the 
local agents, and the brokerage companies, 
and the lenders were really partners, and that 
the loan thereby mes usurious 
the commission being added to the interest. I 
shall have the president of the New England 
Security company present next Wednesday 
when the case is tried in Judge Newman’s 
court, and show by him that the agent is dis- 
tinct from the lender and that he holds a simi- 
lar position to any lawyer who examines deeds 
and makes out abstracts for banks or any cor- 
eae or individual, in order to place a loan. 

ht per cent is all that the company gets, 
and the commission goes to the local- agent 
who exatnines the deeds, and to the brokers 
who sip ae the abstracts. Tie fee is just 
such a charge as any lawyer would make a 
company or private lender. 

The decision of Judge Speer, of itself, had 
no effect upon lenders, but the failure of so 
many borrowers to meet interest promptly be- 
cause of this ruling, has made some lenders 
ej“ with these meh sega 

nterest was promptly met, money could 
undoubtedly be obtained: upon such aeoneite at 
six percent Many capitalists prefer loans of 
this character to railroad and other securities 
of fluctuating value and uncertain income.”
